I briefed him generally 
on our report and offered to discuss further the effects of section 1124 on 
unauthorized disclosures upon the Agency and our own legislation for protecting 
intelligence sources and methods. Summitt feels certain that the section will 
be struck or greatly weakened when the bill is considered by the Senate in 
the next session. According to Summitt, the bill will be reported out withoufeevn 
hearings and calendared for floor vote at an early date. ^ OA 
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
